W ith most of the communities 
enjoying the sight of the pretty 
snow and concerned with no more 
than clearing the front walks, the 
employees at the county warehouse, 
north of Des Plaines, found a real 
job cut out for them. Theirs was 
the task of clearing all highways 
in the north half of the county after 
the record snowfall, Monday. 
Equipped with one of the two 
largest 150 horse power snow plows 
owned by the county 
and nine 
smaller plows, sixty men worked 
in shifts every hour of the day and 
night until every stretch of road 
was opened for traffic. 
The vicinity of Palatine provided 
the worst obstacles and snow drifts, 
according to John P. Seegerson, 
who was in charge of the work. The 
toughest spot in the countv was 
the intersection of 
Meeeham and 
Schaumburg roads where the wind 
and snow had built an alm ost im­ 
pregnable wall. 
Seegerson said that thousands of 
pounds of chloride were used to de­ 
compose the snow and ice. His or­ 
ganization worked until late Tues­ 
day night when they opened the last 
two roads, the county line road, and 
Rohlvving road, south of the N orth­ 
west Highway, near Palatine.

life, Dr. Maier said the creed of 
certain modernist churches is to 
discredit the belief that God ac­ 
tually exists or has anything to do 
wit I the beginning, continuance or 
ending of our lives. 
“ Under 
this 
philosophy,” 
the 
theologian 
continued, 
“man 
is 
only an animal and life merely a 
continuous chain of chance. If we 
are to accept such theories, then 
purity is nothing more than mis­ 
taken loyalty to outworn inhibi­ 
tions, and humility and service to 
our fellow-men are evidences of 
weakness.” 
Dr. Maier said the tendencies 
toward social breakdown have be­ 
come so alarming that many states­ 
men, scientists and other leaders 
have voiced the need for a religious 
basis on which men can safely build 
their lives and hopes. 
“If we are to have a return to 
religion,” Dr. Maier added, “let 
it be a return to the religion of 
.Jesus Christ. Of all the knowledge 
the ages of time have gathered for 
our guidance, the Bible alone gives 
us assurance on the questions of 
human origin, "human life and ulti­ 
mate human destiny.”
